Biological experiment goes haywire in South America

Walking trees developed by South 
American scientists have escaped from 
the lab. The four- to six-foot specimens 
have already caused two auto accidents 
— and experts say they could hoof their 
way through Central America to the 
United States within 
three years! 

"These trees make killer 
bees look like songbirds," 
said Dr. Xavier Gonialei 
who headed up the learn of 
botanists who created the 
mobile trees. 

"They're reckless and al- 
most Impossible to kill." he 
continued. "Right now they're )uit 
causing an occasional traffic mishap. 
But as they a*l larger, (he danger will 

"It's not beyond Ihe realm of possi- 
btliiy to think that they could trample 
small children and senior ci bams who 
are loo alow to eel out of the way." 

Dr. Gonial ei and his team devel- 
oped the trees by altering the genetic 
•true-lure of Ihe Brazilian pepper, a 
tree thai reproduces and grows with 
astonishing speed and readily adapts 
lo a wide range or climate* and soil 
condition*. 

The altered trees grow and repro- 
duce even faster and actually sprout 
flexible, moving roots thai enable 
them to walk up to I wo mllea a day 

Dr. Conralea said fourteen of Ihe 
specimens escaped from an experi- 
mental nursery in Sams Rosa. Bo- 
livia, after a truck driver knocked 
down a fence
